= ust before 9 o’clock an unusual crowd had 
collected at the courthouse, gathering about 
the doors and in the corridors to see Ozburn 
pass by. 

At v o'clock the courtroom was crowded to 
suffocation, every seat was occupied, and 
there was not an inch of standing room left. 
The crowd filled the gallery, pressed into the 
bar, and a great many were unable to get into 
the rooin. 

As the clock was striking 9 Judge Calhoun 
entered and took his seat on the judge's stand. 
OZBURN ARRIVES. 

In a moment Ozburn, pale, weak and em- 
aciated, almost stumbled into the room, an 
officer on each side holding him up and lead- 
lug him rapidly along. He sank into a large 
chair in front of the judge's stand, and at once 
every eye in the courtroom was upon him. 

The prisoner glanced nervously around the 
room, without apparently seeing anything or 
being interested in anything. <A great deal of 
his time was spent in looking at the ceiling, 
and only once during the entire day did he pay 
any attention to anything whatever. That 
was when a very unusual noise was made in 
the gallery. He glanced in that direction, 
but only for an instant. During the afternoon 
his wife sat beside him and fanned him, but 
he did not so much as look at her. She is a 
pretty little lady, and was dressed in black 
and wore a veil. 

THE JURY THAT TRIED HIM. 

Very little time wasspent in getting the 
jury ready, 

There were only a few changes from the 
original list. Mr. Sam Inman had been 
use; he ptupiwith the tes- 
timony, and there was a slight bias on his 
mind against the insanity of the prisoner. Mr. 
J. A. Bowie had formed an opinion. Mr. W. 
P. Patillo had formed and expressed an 
opinion. Mr. W. L. Peel was sick and could 
not serve. These gentlemen were excused, 
The usual questions had been put to all the 
men who had been summoned, and the jury 
as made up was that stated above. The 
universa! comment was, that a better jury 
could not have been selected. 

THE SHERIFF'S GOOD WORK. 

In opening the proceedings, Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hill said: 

The statute authorizing the trial was a most 
extraordinary one, both in the manner of bring- 
ing the jury together and in the extraordinary 
power placed in the jury. From their finding 
there could be absolutely no appeal. It was 
of the last importance both to the condemned 
man and to the state that the jury ve abso- 
lutely impartial. With the personnel of the 
jury, he was absolutely satisfied. Captain 
Morrow, che sheriff, had exercised his well 
known characteristic. He is aman intent on 
the faithful and impartial discharge of his 
duty. He is a man who loves straight lines 
and who abhors crooked ones; but in the in- 
terest of absolute fairness the solicitor sug-

INSANITY IN THE FAMILY. | 

The first witness was T. O. Ozburn,.a fitst 
cousin of the condemned man. They were 
children of brothers. The witness had known 
the prisoner all his life, thongh he had been 
with him but little of late years. The witness 
testified that the Ozburns were a high strung 
people and got off their balance easily. 

He testified that he had one sister who had 
died in the asylum, and that sister was a first 
cousin of Charley Ozburn. The ‘witness had 
an uncle who had been in the asylum, and he 
has a piece at Conyers who has been in the in- 
stitution; she isa second cousin of Charles 
Ozburn. The witness declared that there had 
been a great change in the appearance of 
Ozburn since his incarceration. Charley 
Ozburn’s common weight had been 170 or 180 
pounds. The witness thought he would now 
weigh about 100. 

‘DR. GRIFFIN TESTIFIES. 

Dr. Griffin was the next witness on the 
stand. He said he had been practicing medi- 
cine thirty-one years and had been county 
physician since April, 1890. He had known 
Chariey Ozburn only since his incarceration. 
He had treated him fora private disease that 
sometimes produced insanity. Dr. Griffin said 
the prisoner’s feeble physical condition might 
be produced by his imprisonment or by a 
nervous shock and the consequent great strain 
upon him. In jail he had developed a low 
grade of fever, which, in connection with his 
diseases, might produce insanity. 

„What is the condition of Mr. Ozburn’s 
mind?“ was asked. 

“I think he is insane. I am confident of it.“ 

Continuing, Dr. Griffin said that his opinion 
was based on Ozburn’s conduct, which he had 
watched carefully. He had noticed the 
peculiar mental condition of Ozburn since 
about the middle of April. And the doctor 
expressed the opinion that the physical and 
mental powers of Ozburn were better yester- 
day than they were ten days ago.

Dr. Gyiffin said he first reported Ozburn insane 
about one or two months ago. 

Solicitor Hill asked the question: 

“Ts it not true that you never made an affi- 
davit on his insanity until after the supreme 
court affirmed the judgment of the court below 
and the governor refused to interfere?” 

Dr. Griffin said the matter was nothing in 
the world to him, and he made the affidavit a 
few days ago to justify himself. He had de- 
layed the matter, thinking it possible that 
Ozburn’s mind would be restored after his 
fever abated. 

Dr. Griffin made a statement of the mied- 
icine he had given Ozburn. 

MEDICINE AND TODDY. 

After the treatment for the private disease, 
the low fever followed. 

I gave him,” said Dr. Griffin, “five grains 
of quinine every night, and a fourth to an 
eighth of a grain of morphine occasionally 
when he did not rest. I rarely ever gave him 

the medicine myself, but left it with the 
jailer, to whom I gaveinstractions just as I 
would give to an outside patient.” 

The witness was asked if he was still giving 
Ozburn opium. He said he had not given any 
since last Sunday, as Ozburn was not as rest- 
less as he had been, and did not need it. 
Orders had been left for Ozburn to have beer, 
toddies, eggnog and milk punches, about 
an ounce of whisky or an ounce and a halt 
being given him three times a day. 
Generally three pints of beer was allowed 
him. He was not allowed all the drinks he 
wanted, as he would drink all day if permitted 
to do so 

Dr. Griffin said that he would not be willing 
to give an opinion as to the sanity or ee 
of a man without having ten or fifteen days in 
which to examine him.

Many Doctors Testify. 

When court re-assembled at half-past 2 
o'clock, the courtroom was crowded as it had 
been during the morning. 

Mr. Dah Hall was the first witness. Hehad 
known Ozburn two years, and considered him 
an insane man. 

Dr. W. S. Armstrong testified that he had 
visited Ozburn in jail and had examined him. 
In reply toa question as to what pained him, 
Ozburn complained of his head and stomach. 
His pulse was a little above normal, his respi- 
ration natural and his temperature three- 
fourths of a degreo too much. Ozburn said he 
was twenty-five years old. He denied to the 
doctor that he ever had lived in Atlanta. That 
was all the doctor could got out of him, and it 
was impossible to say whether Ozburn was in- 
sane or not. 

DR. HUGH HAGAN. 

Dr. Hugh Hagan had examined Ozburn 
four times, once Monday and three times 
Tuesday. The first visit was Monday evening 
at 8:20 o'clock. On being introduced, Oz- 
burn shook hands with him, and in reply to 
questions said he was in the hospital in New 
Orleans, and had had some sort of fever. He 
complained of a pain back of his head and 
shooting pains in his temples. He said he ate 
three times a day, but shortly after a meal 
would vomit. He denied having been married, 
denied all knowledge of his crime and denied 
having ever been in Atlanta. Dr. Griffin 
came in during the interview, and in discuss- 
ing the medicine he had given, said he never 
used drugs to the extent stated by the papers. 
During the talk Ozburn said 

HE LIKED CIGARETTES, 
and Dr. Hagan said he would bring him some 
if he would think toask forthem. He failed 
to ask for them when they were brought, but 
the doctor gave them to him and Ozburn ex- 
pressed his thanks. The doctor tried Ozbarn

claimed that the type was too fine. He then 
had him write, but Ozburn would not at first 
hold the pen ina proper way. When asked 
what the condition of Ozburn’s mind was, Dr. 
Hagan said that it was in just such a de- 
pressed condition as was compatible with Oz- 
burn’s physical condition, his surroundings, etc. 
If his surroundings and circumstances were 
changed he would improve very much. The 
doctor would not say that Ozburn was or was 
not insane, but took the position that his de- 
pressed mental condition was due to his phys- 
ical condition and to the great strain on his 
mind, and that under different circumstances 
Oꝛzburn could easily be buoyed up. 
A WEAK MIND. 

Dr. G. G. Roy testified that he had visited 
Ozburn, and found him mentallyand phys- 
ically weak. He spoke rationally on some 
subjects, and seemed to have an entire slip of 
the memory on others. He talked very intel- 
ligently about the paintings in his cell. 

"J thought from what I saw,” said Dr. 
Roy, “thag Ozburn was a very weak man, 
with a still weaker mind, but I am not pre- 
pared to say either that he is sane or insane.” 

DR. SCOTT TODD. 

Dr. J. Scott Todd said he did not claim to 

be an expert, but from all he could gather he 


believed Ozburn was a sane man. He wonld 


not like to swear a man’s life away on à ten or 
r, minutes’ interview, and that was all he 


WOULD SHUT HIS EYES. 

Dr. R. B. Ridley said he considered Ozburn’s 
mind feeble, in sympathy with his body, but 
at the same time, he considered him sane. He 
described his visit to Ozburn and it did not 
vary in detail much from those already de- 
scribed. When Dr. Ridley talked to Ozburn 
about ordinary matters Ozburn would look at 
him, but when he talked of the Bradiey kill- 
ing, Ozburn would close his eyes and seem to 
desire tu avoid meeting the gaze of the doctor. 

Mrs. Florence Brittain described her inter- 
views with Ozhurn, in whieh she had endeav- 
ored to get him interested in the salvation of 
his soul. She said that it was hard to get him 
to put his mind on a subject, but when she 
could get him to it, he would be rational. 

Dr. W. 8. Elkin examined Ozburn Tuesday 
afternoon and Tuesday night, and left with 


the impression that Oxburn was feigning. Dr. 
Elkin said to Ozburn:

He Enjoyed a Toddy with ‘Supper. 

A tew minutes after half-past 5 o'clock in 
the evening court was adjourned for supper, 
and Ozburn seemed anxious for something to 
eat and drink. 

His supper was served in the same witness — 
room as the dinner, and he was attended by 
the same bailiffs who attended him at 
midday. 


He had stood the pretty well, but 
wanted a toddy with his supper, and told 
Deputy Green just before he started to order 
the supper from the Metropolitan hotel, to be 
sure and remember that toddy. 

The meal was the samo as the dinner, with 
the exception of the drink, and seemed to be 
enjoyed just as heartily. Ozburn would not 
talk except about the drink: when he had 
finished telling the bailiff not to forget it, ho 
said nothing more. 

Immediately after the supper, which was a 
little late, he went into the courtroom and 
laid down on his cot and slept.

C. D. Hill. After reading to the jury several 
extracts from medical works relating to insan- 
ity, he said that Ozburn was afflicted with 
dementia. The ,main point, he said, was 
whether Ozburn was in the fullest possession 
of his faculties ornot. The evidence showed, 
he said, that though Ozburn seemed to have 
his faculties sometimes, at others he did not. 
The jailers had heard him say that he did not 
know his wife and that he had imagined 
worms were on his face, and was continually 

ng to pull them off. 

e did not think it was any argument that 
Ozburn was sane because he talked in a 
rational manner about heaven and his mother. 
His point, if he was dissembling, was not to 
be influenced by the good and true, but to 
practice deception all thé time. His talking 
as he did was an argument ks to his insanity 
because it proved conclusively that he was not 
dissembling and practicing deceit. In regard to 
Dr. Griffin’s treatment of the prisoner he said 
that the dodtor left the medicine with the 
men who waited on the prisoner with direc- 
tions to administer when certain circumstances 
arose. This,“ said Colonel Broyles, ‘‘was no 
‘more than other physicians did, and no excep- 
tion could be taken toit and, as to the grain of 
opium, it was only a different and 
milder form of morphine. He said that 
some of Ozburn’s acts were rational 
and some were not, and those 
that were not were sufficient evidence of his 
insanity. He said he would not tell the jury 
what to do as he knew they would do their 
duty. 

WILL NOT ADJOURN. 

At this point of the proceedings Mr. Phillips 
arose and asked his honor, Judge Calhoun, to 
find out the sense of the jury as to listening to 
the remaining arguments or adjourning until 
the morning. The jurymen were unanimous 
in their decision to remain and finish the mat- 
ter and Hon. W. C. Glenn, of Glenn & Mad- 
dox, arose to make the concluding argument 
for the state. 5

Hot Talk from Mr. Lawrence—He Reports 
at Upon His Visit to Atlanta. 
Talk About What He Saw. 


\ 


— June 24.— [Special. A stormy 
mee of the eastern creditors of Stephen A. 
Ryan, dealer in boots, shoes, dry goods, cloth- 
ing, etc., at Atlanta, was held in this city 
this afternoon, in the offices of the American 
Boot and Shoe Reporting Company. 

y Mr. E. C. Lawrence, president of this com- 


pany, recently visited Atlanta in the interest 


of creditors, and he gave tothe meeting the 
result of his investigations. 

He said he found the store in Atlanta in the 
possession of the sheriff. It was closed on 
mortgages given to John Ryan, the debtor’s 
father, to secure him for his endorsements on 
some thirty notes, aggregating $375,319.28. 

The real estate had all been turned over to 
John F. Ryan, the debtor’s brother, who was 
in partnership with Stephen until August, 
1889, but whose interest was then bought out 
by the latter. L. & C. Wise, of New York, 
had made an application for the appointment 
of a receiver for the debtor, but before a hear- 
ing was had upon the petition other creditors 
filed an amended petition, charging fraud and 
conspiracy. Judge Clarke thereupon ap- 
pointed a temporary receiver, and allowed 
claimants for goods to go into the store, andif 
possible identify their property, not, however, 
permitting the goods to be removed. The 
temporery receiver appointed was the sheriff. 
It is expected that there will be a hearing 
on the appointment of a permanent receiver 
next Saturday, and it is thought that a re- 
ceiver will be appointed, Mr. Ryan kept no 
regular set of books, the only thing of the 
kind being a petty ledger. There was no day- 
book, no journal and no cashbook. This 
petty ledger has been assigned tothe bank, 
and the bank refused to give it up, though it 
allowed it to be seen. There were no entries 
whatover from April 10th to May 28th. There 
were about eighty clerks in all, and Mr. Law- 
rence said that the store was closed when it 
was because the clerks were stealing the 
receipts toa considerable extent. The stock 
includes many fine grades of goods, and is 
variously estimated to aggregate from $350,000 
to $500,000. 

Mr. Lawrence gave it as his opinion that 
the liabilities aggregate $1,000,000, though, 
as there was no set of books from which to de- 
rive information, it was impossible to get ex- 
act figures as to the amount of the indebted- 
ness. Goods had been sold at a great sacri- 
fice By Mr. Ryan, silks being being sold at 12 
cents a yard; laundried shirts at 10 centa and 
shoes that cost $5 a pair, at $3. 

Mr. Lawrence characterized the failure as a 
fraud, and said it was so regarded in Atlanta. 
He gave it as his opinion that Mr. Ryan 
would pay only what lre was compelled to pay, 
and would not pay a cent if he could possibly 
avoid it. 

A lively discussion followed Mr. Lawrence’s 
report, it finally being decided to fight the 
case in the courts. 


A LARGE FUNERAL PROCESSION 


Followed the Remains of Ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald to the Grave. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 24.— The funeral ef the 
late Joseph E. McDonald occurred this after- 
noon from the family residence. From noon 
until 2 0’clock a perfect stream of citizens 
poured through the house to get one last pass- 
ing glimpse of all that was earthly of Indi- 
ana's great statesman. The Hendricks, Cleve- 
Jand and Gray Clubs, Marion County and In- 
‘dianapolis Bar Associations, city and state 
.Officials, all turned out en masse to attend the 
.Obsequies, and the procession included fully 
five hundred carriages, wagons and buggies, 
and the faneral is the largest seen here since 
the burial of Vice President Hendricks. 

The floral tributes were profuse and beauti- 
ful, and came from every political organiza- 
tion in the city, irrespective of party lines. 
When the hour for commencing the services 
arrived the house was crowded, and hundreds 
of people packed the yards adjoining and the 
streets for three or four blocks in each direc- 
tion. The funeral services were conducted by 
Rev. Joseph A. Milburn, pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian church, and Rey. Dr. M. L. 
Haines, ot the First Presbyterian church. 

Before his death Senator McDonald selected 
as pallbearers: T. A. Morris, A. L. Roache, 
John W. Murphy, John P. Freenzel, 
and John M. Butler, of this city, 
and John A. Williams, of LaFayette. The 
family chose R. J. Bright, of Washington, and 
desired Justice Harlan or Judge Gresham to 
officiate ; but owing to the fact that the former 
could not possibly attend, and Judge Gresham 
was compelled to try a case in Milwaukee 
today, Senator Voorhees was selected. 

Very brief but eloquent eulogies were de- 
livered by both divines at the house and at the 
burial. The ceremonies at the grave were im- 
pressively beautiful. Delegations of citizens, 
county and municipal officials from all over 
the state were numerous, and the number of 
visitors from the country at large was quite

Plunkett declined with oaths, and immedi- 
ately drew a revolver and shot Mitchell just 
below the heart. 

The men then grappled and Mitchell suc- 
ceeded in wresting the pistol from Plunkett 
and shot him. Mitchell fired a second time 
and then fell. 

A friend of Mitchell’s, Dr. Thomas Sypret, 
seized the pistol and also fired at Plunkett, 
who received two wounds, either of which was 
fatal. 

Both the men died this morning. Mitchell 
was a dangerous man in a fight. Some years 
since he insisted on making a democratic 
speech at a republican gathering, and broke up 
the meeting, knocking out seven men. Plun- 
kett was a bad man when drunk. Both of them 
leave families. 


HE SUPPED WITH NEGROES. 


Coal Oil Inspector McDowell’s Record Will 


Be Investigated. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 24.—[Special.}— 
There has been considerable kicking for jsome 
time over the course of John H. McDowell, 
who was given the office of coal oil inspector 
at Nashville by Governor Buchanan. 

This office is worth $8,500 per annum, Mc- 
Dowell draws this, but has a cheap deputy 
who does the inspection, while the inspector 
himself occupies his time in traveling over the 
state organizing the alliance, of which he is 
state president, and making speechesin favor 
of the subtreasury. He is now in Mississippi 
with National President Polk and others. 

An American reporter has just returned from 
Arkansas, where he investigated the record 
of McDowell, and the result will be published 
tomorrow. From about fifty signed 
statements jit appears that McDowell 
went to Desha county, Arkansas, in 1873, 
where the negroes outnumbered the whites five 
toone. While living at Red Fork in 1873 he 
turned republican and was elected justice of 
the peace on the republican ticket. He then 
joined the loyal league, the secret, oath-bound 
order in which there were only three white 
men. He affiliated with the negroes, and on 
one occasion sat down to supper with a large 
party of them. His official Career as justice 
of the peace was very unsatisfactory, as he 
caused planters much trouble by summoning 
large numbers of witnesses in trivial cases. 
He made enormous sums of money out of the 
office. In 1874 he served as deputy to J. N. 
Grayson, the negro clerk of the circuit and 
probate courts. He ran for this office two 
years later and was beaten byanegro. The 
whites looked upon him with contempt, and 
he soon lost his negro following, and in 1877 
moved to Obion county, Tennessee. 

McDowell has since served as state senator, 
and was a leader in the prohibition movement. 
He was elected president of the state alliance 
less than a year ago, succeeding Governor J. 
P. Buchanan. 


FOUGHT JUST LIKE DOGS. 


The Most Brutal Ten-Round Contest on 
Record. 


SHAMOKIN, June 22.— 4 ten- round - biting 
match,in which,the contestants had their 
faces, arms and nécks horribly Iacerated, took 
place in West Coal township. The principals 
were Patrick Ryan and James Levitt. 

The contest was the most cruel exhibition of 
fighting that has ever taken place in this part 
of the state. For some months there has been 
considerable jealousy existing between the 
men on account of sLevitt's wife.

Levitt made a rush at Ryan, who dodged 
the first attack, at the same time burying his 
teeth deep into the flesh of his opponent’s 
cheek. The blood rusbed from the wound, 
but the fight continued. Levitt made a second 
rush, and succeeded in tearing out a large 
— of flesh from Ryan’s neck. With blood 

ripping from his mouth, Levitt bit at his 
opponent's nose, driving his molars entirel 
through the delicate organ. Ryan retaliated, 
and each attack was made with telling effect. 

Piece after piece of flesh was torn from each 
other’s faces, and at the end of an hour both 
men were nearly exhausted. Ryan seemed the 
nerviest of the two, and when the spectators 
supposed that the fight was at an end, he 
leaped upon his disfigured opponent and tore 
off part of his lower jaw. This closed the 
battle, and Ryan was carried home amid loud 
cheers from his followers.

The strikers yes- 
terday withdrew all their demands except the 
main one, that twelve hours labor should con- 
stitute a day's work. This demand, the com- 
pany replied, it was impossible to grant owing 
to the engagements of the company towards 
the municipality of Bordeaux. At the sug- 
gestion of the mayor, the municipal authori- 
ties met at the town hall last night and dis- 
cussed the position which the company 
occupied toward the municipality and towards 
its employes. Arguments for and against 
both the strikers and the company were heard, 
and finally the munitipal authorities empow- 
ered the company to grant the strikers’ de- 
mands for a day’s work of twelve hours. This 
settlement of the strike gives entire satisfac- 
tion to the company and to its employes. 


DILLON WILL BE LEADER 


When He Gets Out of Jail, and McCarthy 
Will Retire. 

Duni, June 24.— The retirement of Justin 
McCarthy, member of parliament, from the 
leadership of the Irish party, is expected 
directly after John Dillon is released from 
jail. McCarthy, it is generally admitted, has 
proved to be a complete failure as a leader of 
the Irish parliamentary party.

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GOVERNOR BOIES RENOMINATED 


ENTHUSIASM AND ARMORY. PREVAILED. 


A Platform Framed and Adopted Without 
Much Trouble—A Little Discussion on 
the Silver Question. 


Orrumwa, Ia., June 24.—What is probably 
destined to be the most decisive ca gnever 
waged for political supremacy in the state of 
Iowa, opened at 10 o’clock today when Chair- 
man Fuller rapped to order 1,000 of the most 
enthusiastic democrats ever assembled in con- 
vention in the Hawkeye state. The campaign 
is decisive because it is conceded by both 
political parties that as Iowa goes in the 
coming election, so it will probably go in the 
presidential election in 1892. Should the 
democrats carry the state and re-elect Governor 
Boies, the claim of Iowa as the pivotal state in 
the great national campaign of next year will be 
too well established to be disputed even by 
republicans, and the voice of the Hawkeye 
state will consequently be a power in the 
coming national convention. Both parties 
are entering upon the campaign with equal 
confidence. The democrats have one point of 
vantage. Governor Boies was renominated 
by acclamation, while there is a sharp rivalry 
forthe repuplican gubernatorial§nomination, 
and some bitterness may be engendered in the 
ranks of that party. 

Added to this is the further advantage that 
the democrats, by declaring for the repeal of

On reassembling, W. H. M. Pusey, of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, was made permanent chair- 
man. 

The formal report of the committee was 
then received and adopted, and the nomina- 
tion of state officers declared in order. 

GOVERNOR BOISE RENOMINATED. 

By aunanimous standing vote, Governor 
Horace Boies was detlared the nominee of the 
convention for governor amid the wildest ap- 
plause and enthusiasm. 

An attempt was made to appoint six state 
committeemen at large, but the resolution was 
laid on the table. The greatest interest was 
manifested in the report of the committee on 
resolutions. The platform,as finally presented 
contained the silver clause. of last year and 
was unanimously adopted without discussion. 

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

Following is the text of the planks of gen- 
eral interest: : 

We demand the repeal of the prohibitory liquor 
law. and im the interest of true temperance, we 
favor the passage of a carefully guarded license 
tax law, which shall provide for the issuance of 
license in towns, townships and munjejpal corpo- 
rations, and which shall provide that for each 
license an annual tax of §500 be paid into the 
county treasury, and that such further tax as 
town, township or municipal corporations shall 
provide, the proceeds thereof to go to the use of 
such municipalities. 

We favor the Australian system for voting, to 


the end that we have an honest ballot not con- 


trolled by bribery or employers. We denounce 
the republican party for the defeat of this salutary 
reform ih the twenty-third general assembly, in 
defiance of the popular vote in its favor, and in 
the tace of its adoption by jmany of our states, 
with the undeniable result of securing a pure and 
untrammeled ballot. 

We are in full favor of the election of United 
States senators by the direct vote of the people, or 
until an amendment to the national constitution 
can be nad requiring their election by such direct 
vote, their nomination by state conventions or 
individual preference. 

We reiterate our demand of one year ago for 
free coinage of silver and that it be made full 
legal tender for all debts, N and private, and 
denounce as unjust and dishonest the ‘provision 
of the law recently enacted, allowing parties to 
stipulate against the payment in silver and silver 
certificates, thus setting up one standard for the 
creditur and another for the debtor; one for the 
poor man and another for the rich man. 

We declare in favor of just, liberal and equitable 
pension laws for all dependent and invalid 
soldiers, sailors, and their widows and orphans, 

We denounce the McKinley bill, the motives of 
its authors, and the theory under which it is sub- 
mitted for approval as un-American, We de- 
mand equal opportunities tor every section of our 
country and for eyery citizen; and we insist that 
every oppressive feature of the tariff be eliminated 
to the end that our merchant marine may be re- 
stored to the sea and the markets of the world 
opened to the producing classes. The sugar 
bounty is not tariff; itis the spoliation of the 
treasury for special classes and interests, which 
are no more entitied to be aided by the govern- 
ment than the farmers of lowa in raising hogs oy 
corn, or the pioneer settlers’ of the frontier in 
their hardships and sufferings as the vanguard of 
civilization. 

We denounce the wasteful and lavish appropria- 
tions of the last congress, which, in time of peace 
expended an amount equal to one-third the total 
public debt incurred in four years of unparalleled 
war for the preservation of the union, 

We tender to the Irish people our profound sym- 
pathy in their struggle for home rule, that safe- 
guard of freedom which the infamous force bill at- 
tempted to take from the American people in con- 

ressional elections. We abhor the persecutions of 

ussia toward the Jewish people, and we believe 
that all civilized nations should protest against 
such barbarism and inhumanity.

SEVERAL PERSONS REPORTED DROWNED. 


WarxALOo, Ia., June 24.—A terrible wind 
and rain storm prevailed last night along the 
Illinois Central railroad lines from Storm 
lake to Lemars, adistance of fifty-six miles. 
All“owns are considerably damaged. Four 
N were drowned at Cherokee and four 
at‘. \efectionville. The railroad depot at 
Call net was blown down, and much damage 
to on property is reported. Sutherland, 
O' Brieꝶ county, a small station on the Chicago 
and Notthwestern railroad, fifty-five miles 
from Calumet, is reported to have been wiped 
out, over forty buildings being blown’ down. 
The wires are all down, and it is impossible to 
obtain accurate information, except through 
reports transmitted to railroad officials. Twelve 
inches of water is reported to have fallen last 
night in the Cherokee valley. The IIIinois 
Central’s train No. 2, passenger, which left 
here last night at 10:50 o’clock, is still at 
Storm lake, and the trainmaster here says 
there is no prospect of moving it in the next 
twenty-four hours. « 

ALL TRAINS ABANDONED. 

Lemans, Ia., June 24.—One of the mist 
fearful rainstorms in the history of north- 
western Iowa visited this section last night. 
This morning Floyd river is a mile wide. 
There is great loss to stock in the country. 
Bridges are out on the railroads. All trains 
are abandoned. The Omaha pay car here has 
the only engine available for work. 

At Sutherland it is reported that fifteen 
houses are swept away, sidewalks gone and 
céllars flooded. . 

MANY LIVES LOST. 

CHEROKEE, Ia., June 24.—The terrors of 
the Johnstown flood were in part repeated in 
this place today. Seventy-five houses have 
been carried out of sight in the Niagara-like 
torrent. How many lives have been lost is a 
matter of uncertainty. A terrific cloudburst, 
thrice repeated, and wind almost a hurricane, 
are what consummated the dread work. The 
storm, which began last night, appears 
to have swept in a vast circle over northwest- 
ern Iowa, fully 200 miles in diameter, with 
Cherokee as the center. Upto 10:30 o’clock 
p. m., owing to the destruction of the wires 
and railroads, only the vaguest reports have 
reached here from the devastated territory to 
the west, north and south. The damage here, 
taking into account the relatively small size of 
the town, is enormous. Mostof the destruc- 
tion in Cherokee was wrought by the extraor- 
dinary rise in the Sioux river, resulting from 
the tremendous downpour of water from the 
Sky. 
can be inferred from the fact that 
it carried off, apparently without effort, the 
big truss bridge on which the Illinois Central 
railroad crossed the river, and with the bridge 
went 400 feet of trestle on which the com 
pany’s tracks approached the river. Tonight 
the Little Sioux is at the highest stage ever 
known. The best information indicates that 
the Illinois Central rails are under water con- 
tinuously for many miles on the Onawa 
branch, and that the havoc both to the road- 
way and bridges is something seldom par- 
alleled in railroad history. 

MOVING TO HIGHER GROUND. 

Stoux Crry, Ia., June 24.— Tonight hun- 
dieds of families jn Floyd river flats in this 
city are moving out into higher ground in con- 
sequence of the floods. The railroad com- 
panies are abandoning their yards, and en- 
gines, cars and all kinds of material are being 
moted to higher ground.

Reports from 
South Dakota are that the Vermilion river is 
out of its. banks, and flooding thousands of 
acres of growing grain.

8,000,000 people; while the rebel provinces, 
according to the cablegram from Santiago, are 
only inhabited by 150,000 peeple, one-half of 
whom are said to be foreigners, 

PROPOSITION OF THE INSURGENTS. 

A telegram received at Washington today 
from Paris states that the efforts of the Chil- 
ian insurgents to secure aid from the French 
governinent are becoming desperate. The in- 
surgents, the telegram states, have promised 
to deliver to Pern, immediately, the territory 
of Tacna and the port of Arica, provided the 
Peruvian government recognizes them as bel- 
ligerents and gives them other assistance. The 
Peruvian government has peremptorily re- 
jected the proposition of the insurgents.

FEVERS, FRUITS AND REVOLUTIONS 


Give the Land Its Character—Port an Prince. 
® Hot-Bed—The Man Who Criticises 
the Government Is Shot. 


New Yorn, June 2.4—[Special.J—“Civil . 
war is a good business thermometer in Hayti,”* 

said the captain of a vessel that returned from 
Port au Prince a few days ago. “When the 


> 


‘negroes are too indolent to start a revolution 


or some sort of outbreak against the govern- 
ment, trade is sure to be dull in the black re- 
public. As soon as the blood of those 
negroes is warmed up enough for work they 
want to fight, and then a new revolution 
breaks out. It is a land of fevers, fruits aid 
revolutions.”’ 

The officers of the score of small .steamships 
that ply between the ports of Hayti and New 
York tell some wonderful and interesting 
stories of life in the black republic. These 
vessels are. frequently compelled to leave 
Port au Prince and other Haytien -ports with 
half a cargo on account of riots and revolu- 
tions. When there is an outbreak against the 
government the custom houses are closed, and 
vessels in port must wait until a temporary 
peace is restored or sail without a full cargo, 
Sometimes it is dangerous for the officers or 
crew of vessels: to go on shore. 

The Oranjie Nassau, the Ger- 
man vessel that brought the first 
details of the outbreak of May 28th, when 20€ 
people were shot down, called at Port au 
Prince for 1,500 bags of coffee, but the custom 
house was closed, and the vessel eame on ta 
New York without the coffee. A passenger 
who ventured on shore was arrested and came 
near getting shot, but was finally sent back on 
shipboard under a military escort. 

While Hayti is supposed to have a repub- 
lican form of government similar to that of 
the United States, the man who dares to criti- 
cise the party in poweris usually shot first 
and tried afterwards. 

Every manin Hayti isa soldier. In addi- 
tion to the standing army a reserve or militia 
force, consisting of every able-bodied man on 
the island, is kept well drilled and armed, and 
this force is called out when there is an insur- 
rection. , 

Port au Prince is the hotbed of revolution 
and sometimes fighting goes on there for weeks 
before news of it reaches the western coast of 
the island. 

On the west coast of Hayti there are several 
small ports where the vessels from New York 
touch for cargoes of fruit and coffee. The 
natives on this side of thé island have more 
money and more discretion than those in 
the vicinity of Portjau Prince. When a 
revolution breaks out they keep out of it 
until they see which side is likely to win, 
then they furnish the men and money to put a 
speedy end to the war, They are credited with 
the overthrow of the legislative government 
and the placing of Hippolyte in power, having 
rallied to the support of the latter when they 
found he would be by the United 
States. A president in Hayti can only retain 
his office and power by force of 
arms. All discontented subjects must be shot 
down as soon as discovered, because they may 
soon be able to rally a following that would be 
dangerous. : 

People suspected of being unfriendly to the 
government are arrested and putin prison in 
time of peace and then when an outbreak oc- 
curs on any part of the island they are taken 
out and shot down like wild beasts. 

American merchants who} have the 
courage to brave the climate and the revolu- 
tions can make money in Hayti, but very few 
remain there any length of time. The killing 
of Rignand, the largest merchant in Port au 
Prince, by orders of Hippolyte, who suspected 
him of selling arms to the friends of Legitime, 
caused considerable alarm among the 
foreign residents and no little indignation. 
The killing was regarded as a {cold-blooded 
murder. 

As a test of the ability of negroes to goy 
themselves, the republic of Hayti is pro- 
or, a failure by those who have been 
there.

No Third Party in the South. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Cincinnati Enquirer has recently had some 
conversation with a prominent member of the 
Southern Alliance. The talk was mainly 
about the attitude of the Southern Alliance- 
men toward the proposed third party, and 
the correspondent was told, with some degree 
of emphasis, that the farmers of this section 
would seek relief and reform within the 
democratic party. ‘‘We cannot do other- 
wise, said this alliance leader. The south 
could not afford to break up on any lines 
whatever so long as the race question is 
foremost. A community threatened with 
the question of race supremacy and a presi+ 
dent favoring a force bill, leave us but one 
recourse, and that is to remain within the 
democratic lines. We will so remain, 
whether the people’s party place a presiden- 
tial candidate in the field or not. 

This is what THE CONSTITUTION has been 
telling some of its fretful brethren from the 
start. If the democratic organization re- 
mains true to its principles and continues to 
give heed tothe reasonable and just demands 
of the people, a third party will have no 
ground whatever to stand on in the south. 
The farmers make up the great majority of 
the party in this section and have it in their 
power to control it absolutely in all its larger 
and mote important movements. To say 
that they will desert their party and go into 
a dangerous and futile experiment, is to give 
them small credit for the conservatism and 
patriotism for which they are noted. ) 

While all this is true, it is also true that 
the farmers are in earnest in the demands 
which they are making for the free coinage 
of silver, the reform of the tariff and the 
reduction of taxation; that they mean what 
thee say and know what they are about 
when they demand that their interests shall 
be placed on a legislative equality with the 
interests of other classes in this country. 
They are so much in earnest that they do 
not propose to tolerate, even in the south, 
any tampering with important issues on the 
part of the politicians in order to further the 
personal interests of any candidate. That 
is the attitude not only of ‘the farmers, but 
of a vast majority of other democrati¢ voters.

pelling them to vote, but it is to be used to 
bolster up a futile and bloody experiment ot 
negro self-government. The Haytian farce 
has been going on now for a good many 
years, and it has been accompanied 
from first to last by the most violent erup- 
tions of savagery. If the capacity of the 
négro for self-government is on trial in 
Hayti, the case ought to be closed at once, 
and the jury sent out. There can be but 
one yerdict. : 

The republican theory that a proclama- 
tion and a platoon of bayonets are all that 
is necessary to fit the negro for citizenship 
is as foolish as the Haytian experiment of 
negro self-government is futile. Not much 
is to be expected of a race that has made no 
improvement in its own land since the days 
of Adam, and the West Indian experiments 
show beyond all question that when this 
race is left to itself, the first, last and only 
impulse is to relapse into a state of bar- 
barism, which is all the more brutal and 
ferocious because of the reaction. 

Ozburn and His Jury.

A POINTER 10 THOSE 10 ‘COME. 


They Should Send a Detachment 


Ahead to Prepare the Way. 
YESTERDAY WITH THE SOLDIER BOYS. 


Drilling for Indianapolis. 


Camp CHICKAMAUGA, HEADQUARTERS 
Constitution, June 2%.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.}—I want to give the soldier boys 
who are tocome here next a pointer or two 
that may save them considerable trouble, and 
make their initiation into camp life a little 
more congenial than was the experience of the 
boys now encamped. 

In the first place every company ought to 
send a small detachment ahead at least a day 
to prepare things a little. This may not ap- 
pear necessery to those who have not been 
“in it, since the camp has already been put 
in running order by the first occupants. 

In fact, I thought myself that the boys who 
followed the first week would have more or 
less of a snap, inasmuch as everything would 
bein shipshape when they got here, but the 
experience of the Second regiment and Savan- 
nah battalion yesterday showed that this was 
not exactly so. Of course, the tents were in 
position, the company streets, clean—tolerably 
so— the messhalls all right, and other things 
apparently assnug as bugs in a rug. But a 
shoe that fits one man doesn’t always fit 
everybody else, and so things had to be torn 
up and straightened out again. N 

Be Sure of Tour Grub.“ . 

But the preparation of commissaries is what 
makes it really urgent that the boys have some 
one here in advance to see that they are pro- 
vided for. 

Stores ordered out from Chattanooga do not 
always arrive just in the nick of time, and if it 
hadn’t been for the Park hotel some of the 
boys would have gone hungry yesterday, un- 
less invited out to mess by their neighbors, 
whe had kept their lights trimmed and burn- 
ing.“ 

Most of the companies depend on Chatta- 
nooga for their supplies, but several have had 
the forethought to bring along with them 
enough grub for at least one meal, which pian 
I would suggest to the balance of the boys. 

Thenthe change issaries going out 
and commissaries coming in—is bound to cre- 
ate more or less confusion, and at best the 
first messes are catch-as-catch-can affairs. 

So I say to the boys, mote especially those 
who have never been in camp before, send up 
advance squads if it can possibly be done.

No little inconvenience has already been oc- 
casioned on this head through slight mis- 
understanding as to just what is furnished by 
the state. 

The state furnishes tents and mattresses, 
messhalls, kitchens, stoves, and a few cook- 
ing utensils. Each company must bring its 
own dishes, and asupply of cooking utensils 
would come in very handy. 

Several of the companies that came in yes- 
terday were without these useful articles, and

Other Side Express Themselves the 
Same Way—Mr. Russell Talks. 


Next Wednesday Athens will vote on the 
prohibition question. 

The city is all excitement. The wet or dry 
subject is the sole topic of conversation and 
interest. ae 

„The election will go wet by from 300 to 500 
majority,” said Hon. R. B. Russell at the 
Kimball yesterday. 

Mr. Russell is solicitor general of that cir- 
cuit and a leading citizen of Athens. 

However, there are many leading citizens 
who declare just as emphatically that Athens 
is dry and will remain so. The city seems to 
be about equally divided, and the contest will 
be close. | 

For six years, said Mr. Russell, I was a 
prohibitionist. I was a member of the legisla- 
ture and did all I could for the prohibition 
movement in Athens, resulting in the 
present law. For a year the law worked 
well, but recently it has not been doing so. It 
seems that it is almost as easy to get liquor 
now asit was during the time we had bar- 
rooms, 

“I am now for the wet ticket, and am sure our 
side will be successful in the fight, although the 
city is nearly equally devided in opinion and 
votes. 

„Mou see, according to the law governing us 
we had to get a majority of the voters to sign 
a petition asking for the election. This was 
done and the election was ordered for the 1st 
of July. 

„Since that time there has been a great deal 
of discussion, publicly and privately, upon the 
subject, and now there is little else talked 
about in Athens. Of those who signed the 
petition for election, I have no doubt some 
have changed to the prohibitioniste; but we 
still have a majority. 

The registration books have been closed, 
and the whites outnumber the blacks by only 
about three hundred. Nine-tenths of the 
blacks will vote the wet ticket. In the city 
the whites are about equally divided. 
In the country the blacks outnumber 
the whites, and the latter will vote about ,the 
same amount each way. 

„So this gives us a good majority as I look 
at it. The registration is the largest the 
county has ever had.“ 

Mr. Russell has a great deal of influence in 
the county, and has made a speech in favor of 
his side that has been highly complimented. 
Hon. Pope Barrow and Judge A. L. Mitchell 
have also made speeches against prohibition. 
On the other side one of the leaders and best 
speakers is Judge George C. Thomas, 

As the election approaches the interest in- 
creases, and little else can be heard in Athens 
but prohibition. . 

Athens and Clarke county have been dry 
for years, and a strong effort is being made to 
keep itso, Just asstrong a fight is being 
made on the other side, and the contest is be- 
ing noticed with great interest all over the 
state. This is the largest city in Georgia that 
prohibits barrooms and the outcome will be 
watched by all. 

Both sides claim the fight now, but most of 
the people admit that the fight will be hard 
and close.

SERVED FOR DISSECTION. 


Jack Lansdown’s nen arte Claims 
His Bady and Carries It Off to Pickens. 
Another Wounded Convict Dies. 


— 

The bodies of the three convicts killed in 
the Cole City mutiny reached Atlanta yester- 
day morning. | 1 

They were at once hauled to the Atlanta 
Medical college, where the law provides they 
shall be kept a month, unless relatives claim 
them in the meantime. 

The bodies were those of Jack Lansdowne, G. 
W. Ward and Sam Green, the latter a negro. 

Lansdowne’s body was claimed by his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Pettit, of Fannin county. 
It was delivered to him, and he has gone to 
Fannin with it. 

The bodies of Ward and Green have been 
thrown into the pickling vat, where they are 
to remain for thirty days, unless claimed in 
the meantime. . 

It not claimed‘ the various young medical 
students in the state will test their skill at 
dissecting them. 

Dr. McRae received a telegram from Cole 
City yesterday that another of the wounded 
convicts had died, and he was requested two 
send for the body. It is presumed he is Wil- 
son Palmer, the white convict who was so 
seriously wounded. He was sent up from 
Thomas for burglary. He was a professional 
northern cracksman, and shot the sheriff of 
Thomas, and was himself shot before being 
captured. Histerm was twenty years. 

Ward and Ralmer were considered by Prin- 
cipal Keeper Jones the two most desperate 
men in the penitentiary. 

The death of Palmer makes the result of 
the mutiny six dead men and two wounded 
ones. Four convicts were killed and one 
wounded. Two guards were killed and one 
wounded. 

A LETTER FROM THE CAMP. 

Colonel Jones received two letters from 
Superintendant Reese at Cole City yesterday. 

One was written just after the riot, and sim- 
ply contained the bare news of the riot. In 
the other, written on the 3d, he says: 

„Those killed are G. W. Ward, white, Sam 
Green, colored, and Jack Lansdowne, white. 
Wilson Palmer, white, may recover. Sebe 
Lansdowne is only slightly wounded. 

Rutherford and Wagman are still at large, 
but we have men in pursuit of them. 

“The convicts at Slope camp are all more 
quite than usual. 

There were others implicated in the plot, 
but they did not enter into it actively as their 
nerve failed them. There were six or eight 
convicts that rendered extraordinary service 
in suppressing the mutiny, namely: Josh Arp, 
Bill Parker, Charles Glover, Charles Green, 
all colored, and Ben Hall and J. O. Nelms, 
white.“ . . 

Colonel Jones expects a report from Mr. 
R. F. Wright, who has gone up to investigate 
the mutiny, tomorrow. 

A reward of $200 has been offered for the 
capture of each of the escaped convicts, 

Colonel Jones and Dr. O’Daniel say they 
can’t imagine where Ward secured the pistol 
he had and with which he killed the guards. 
They will ask the next legislature to pass a 
law making it a criminal offense to carry 
either whisky or a pistol into a convict camp. 


WILSON PALMER’S CAREER. 


He Was One of the Famous Seal Robbers. 
“Wanted Up North. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., June 24.—[Special.]— 
Wilson Palmer, the white convict killed in the 
tight with the guards at the Cole City mines, 
died as he haslived. His career has been a 
wild one. He was sent up for twenty years 
from this county for cracking a safe in 
Thomasville some years ago. He escaped 
at the time, closely pursued by Gus 
Hurst, then sheriff of the county. 
They met at Baconton, and Pal- 
mer fired from a car door while the sheriff 
was attempting his arrest. Hurst was shot 
down. He still wears the heavy bullet taken 
from his shoulder, as a memento of his short 
but exciting meeting with the famous burglar. 

Palmer again got away but was captured 
next day. Theevidence against him was con- 
clusive and he was given the full extent of 
the law. He has attempted to secure 
n but public sentiment was all against 
him. 

Wilson Palmer was one of the burglars con- 
nected with the famous seal robbery some 
years ago north. A reward of $4,000 was 
offered for his arrest. It was supposed that 
he came south to escape detection. Ever 
effort has been made by the northern authori- 
ties to carry bim back for trial, but the Georgia 
officers would not give him up. A partner of 
Palmer’s was hanged in Columbus, O., some 
time ago.

| Horticultural Society here by Dr. Erwin F. 
| Smith, of the horticultural bureau at Wash- 


ington, D. C. Dr. Smith. was here experi- 
menting with the fruit trees that are diseased. 
Tux Consrrrution saw the doctor last night 
as he was preparing to leave for Lake City, 
Fla., to look at a disease which is playing 
havoc with the orange trees. The question 
was asked him if he had made any new dis- 
coveries that would interest the public. 

“Yes,” said he, “quite a number, and as 
they are of interest I will tell you of some of 
them, and how we manage them. We made 
several bacteriological culture experiments, 
and find that the trees are affected with de- 
stroying germs. These germs we would take 
and place in purified jellies and watch their 
growth, which was marvelous. After satisfy- 
ing ourselves that this was the direot cause of 
the trouble, we transferred some of the germs 
from the jelly to healthy trees to see what 
effect it would have on them. I shall 
return here from Florida in a few weeks to 
see the result of this experiment, and if I 
find the germs of disease are affecting the 
trees, then we will have to goto work and 
find a medicine to eradicate the germs. For 
if by inoculation it can be transmitted, then 
by the same process it can be eradicated.“ 

“Is the disease confined to peachtrees? was 
asked, : 

„By no means,” answered Dr. Smith. It 
is in plums, pears and apples, but is shown 
more plainly in plums. Your State Horticul- 
tural Society, which meets soon, will discuss 
the way to deal with this fruit malady, 
and as you have some men of 
good ideas I look for  vyaluable 
aid in arriving at a conclusion as to the best 
method of dealing with it. I wish you would 
mention this so they will goto work to study 
on the subject. My idea is to dig up or burn 
every tree as soon as it shows signs of disease.“ 

„Wat do you think of the fruit crop? Is 
it going to be good?“ 

The quality here is very fine, but the quan- 
tity is not more than one-fourth of a full crop— 
about what it isin Michigan, New Jersey and 
the other fruit countries. But let me add em- 
phasis to the quality of your fruit here—it is 
excellent. By the way, I believe it is the 
best fruit region in the world, and if not the 
best, it is the equal of any.“

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, June 24.— Wall street, for the present, 
seems as near to being asleep as itis possible for the 
money center of the continent to be, and the stuck 
market reflects the uncertainties in the situation by 
most intense dullness in transactions and stagnation 
‘Th fluctuation. Both sides cf the speculative arena are 
confident that when a change comes, it will be in their 
favor, and therefore no desire to liquidate is seen, re- 
sulting in the present dullness. The market is narrow- 
ing from day to day and no real activity isseen, and 
only St. Paul and Chicago Gas were traded in today to 
any material extent. The latter and sugar Refineries 
were also the only onesto showany material change 
in prices during the session, while speculations in 
Silver Certificates seemed to have come to an untimely 
end, the supporters ofthe movement evidently hav- 
ing chosen the wrong time to start the boom in the 
metal. A slow but steady depreciation went on in it, 
while the final change was not of special importance. 
The opening of the market was dulland steady, and 
the covering of shorts served to give a firm tone to 
the early trading, but no material change in qnota- 
tions was made, and the dullness forthe time of the 
day was most oppressive. Gold shipments later re- 
versed the posftion of the traders on the market, and 
fresh lines of shorts were put out, especially in Rock 
Island, Union Pacific, St. Paul and Chicago Gas, but 
only in the flrst named was there any movement of 
importance, its loss being 1% per cent to 70%, 
against 72. This wasthe only movement of import- 
ance during the session, and later trading fell away 
into the same condition that marked the forenoon. 
No rally occurred. and the close was rather heavy 
generally, at a shade under th eopening prices. Final 

changes show some irregularity, but small losses are 
most numerous, and Rock Island and Pacific Mail are 
each drawn 1 per cent.

Messrs. S. B. Price, Mayor, and R. W. Jemison, 
Secretary : 
Gentlemen-—-Your communication of the 23d has 
been received, notifying me of an agreement on 
the part of the finance committee of council and 
the representatives of the Georgia State Agricul- 
_ society, as expressed in the following resolu- 
: 


“That the matter of four hundred and odd dol- 
Jars, same being cost of making an exhibition hall 

the hay warehouse, be submitted to R. A. Nis- 
bet, as to whether he agreed that the state agri- 
cultural * should pay the bills in question. 
Should R. A. Nisbet say that was the agreement, 
the parties representing the agricultural society 
agree to withdraw the claim. If he should say 
this was not the agreement, the mayor and alder- 
men agree that the city will pay the bill.“ 

In reply, I beg to say that my distinct recollec- 
tion of this matter is as follows: Just prior to the 
opening of the state fair, in 1887, President 
Northen and myself, acting as general super- 
intendent, found that it would be necessary to 
have a hall or place for the exhibition of poultry 
and dogs, in addition to the facilities already on 
the greund. We decided that the shelter known 
as the hay and cotton warehouse should be 
inclosed for this purpose and for exhibitions of 
buggy and carriage displays. I applied to Mayor 
Price to have this work done. He declined to 
have it done, stating at the time that he didn’t 
consider that it came within the contract to keep 
up repairs on the ground, but was more in the 
nature of a new building. After consultation 
with President Northen and Secretary Greer, and 
other members of the committée who were acces- 
sible, the work of enclosing this shelter was or- 
dered by me as general superintendent, and a con- 
tract made with W. P. Jones to furnish material 
and do the work. Mayor Price did furnish 
certain window frames, which had been taken 
from fire e yn houses,and said that ne would 
contribute this much towards the building. The 
bills for material and labor were submitted to the 
executive committee, and explained by myself as 
superintendent and Colonel Northen as president, 
and were ordered paid by the executive commit- 
tee, the committee, as I recollect, conceding that 
it was improvements and additions to buildings, 
— not repairs, as required by the contract with 

e city. 

I will further state that about the close of the 
fair I had a talk with Mayor Price, with a view to 
getting him to pay these bills, stating that they 
were improvements on the grounds, and I thought 
the mayor and council jcould afford to pay themjon 
that ground. Mayor Price again declined to pay 
them,stating that the city had been put to very 
heavy expense in making necessary repairs to the 
grounds and buildings, and that they could not 
pay them, but expressed the hope that in some 
other way andat some other time they might 
make up this amount to the society. 

I am clearly of the opinion that the city is not 
liable for the amount of four hundred and odd 
dollars, caused by making an exhibition hall of 
the hay warehouse, under the terms of the con- 
tract with the agricultural society. Very respect- 
fully, ROBERT A. NISBET.

Secretary Jemison Denies What 
Ryals Charges. 

Macon, Ga., June 24.—[Special.]—Secretary 
Jemison, of the State Agricultural Society, 
comes back at Major Ryals in what he said 
about the State Agricultual Society. Major 
Ryals said: 

‘The State Agricultural Society has been after 
me to getan exhibit from Chatham county for the 
state fair, but I haven't time to attend to it, and 
the only way I see to do such a thing is to get a 
good man and — him to get up a really first-class 

isplay. The society is not likely to spend money 
It desires. to get as much free work as 
ssible. One reason why the exhibits of the fair 
ave been 80 poor in recent years is that the 
society is unwilling to spend money to get up 
exhibits. The society has, soit is said, $10,000 or 
$11,000 in its treasury.” It ought to let loose a lit- 
tle of it, and surprise itself and the public.” 

Secretary Jemison ina card’ today talks as 
follows: 

Nowthere may have been acts of the society 
that have subjected it to criticism, possibly to 
censure, but. there can no excuse, whatever 
the circumstancs, for injustice. 

If the writer of the above article had taken the 
trouble to examine the premium list now in the 
‘hands of the printer, he would have seen that the 
society offers to pay very liberally for county ex- 
hibits. The premium for the best county display 
is 61.200. There are three other premiums, 
the smallest of which is $30. This has gener- 
ally been considered pretty good pay for one class 
of exhibits. Whatever else may be said of the 
society it has a clean record on one score. It has 
never yet scaled the premiums offered, but the 
successful competitors have always been paid 
promptly 100 cents on the dollar. 

Doubtless Colonel Ryals meant that it would be 
well for the citizens of Chatham to hire a man to 

et up the exhibit. It would, no doubt, pay 

er to do it. Probably the best known 
outside of the state are those 
that have been competitors for the li 
eral premiums offered at the fair. It is 

obable also that Colonel J. B. Gorman, of 

tt, and Captain J. F. Ross, of Sumter, feel well 

d personally for their efforts in this direction, 
as the premiums have gone principally to them 
individually. 

Usually a public institution bas, about as much 
burden as it can carry, and. in behalf of the so- 
ciety, I would respeciful! y submit that it should 
be given all that it is entitled to on the credit 
side.

Appellate Court to His Present Position. -

Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States circuit and district courts, has 
been mentioned as a candidate for the appel- 
late court. He emphatically asserts, however, 
that he is not an applicant or aspirant for the 
position.gT Hs CoNnsTITUTION yesterday hadjan 
interview with Mr. W. B. Hill in reference to 
the alleged candidacy of Judge Speer. 

Mr. Hill said: Judge Speer has stated in 
the public prints positively that be is not a 
pace se and I have heard him say as much 
within the past twenty-four hours.” 

„Why do you suppose Judge Speer has that 
feeling on the subject? Is it not natural to 
think that he would desire a seat on the bench 
of the new court?“ 7 

„It might appear so, superficially, but when 
one considers the real advantages of his pres- 
ent position, it is easy to see how preferable it 
is in many respects to the other. In the first 
place, the resident judge of the district may 
remain at home in Macon all the year except 
such time as he is in attendance on the court 
at Savannah and Augusta, which are pleasant 
cities to visit. The new court will set at New 
Orleans and such other places in the circuit as 
the judges may from time to time designate, 
There will undoubtedly be a strong pressure 
on the court to appoint terms at numerous 
places in the extensive territory of the circuit 
(stretching from Georgia and Florida to and 
including Texas) so as to meet the convenience 
of lawyers and suitors. In view of this, the 
editor of The American Law Review recently 


said that the new judges would have to spend 


most of their time on a Pullman car.“ 

„That is not a charming prospect, it must be 
admitted.” , 

„No, and that is not all. The appellate 
judges will only try cases on the record—a 
rather dry and uninteresting work, compared 
to the trial of cases before juries, which 
brings the judge into actual contact with the 
people of the country, and the interesting in- 
cidents of jury trials. Every one knows that 
Judge Speer enters with great zest into that 
branch of his judicial work.“ 

„How about the salary ?”’ 

„Woll, the salary of the district judge was 
raised to $5,000 by the last congress, so that 
the difference between that and the salary ‘of 
the new judge will perhaps be more than 
covered by the increased traveling expenses 
of the latter. Considering all these things I 
can fully understand why, if I were in Judge 
Speer’s place, I would prefer that judgeship to 
one of nominally higher jurisdiction, but 
accompanied by various disadvantages, and 
hence I believe that Judge Speer was 
entirely frank in publishing the card saying 
he was not and would not be @ canflidate for 
the new judgeship. Of course I am personally 
glad to feel this way, for I do not wish to 
occupy the position of opposing him. Indeed, 
J knew from him that he would not be a can- 
didate before my friends my name 
for the place.”

I!n several respects it differs from the various 
* lectric roads designed simply for passenger 
a on. Its gauge is one meter (3.28 
feet) and its total length 3.25 kilometers (a lit- 
tile over two miles), For two-thirds of its 
Jength the road runs along the highway be- 
tween the two towns; for the remain- 
der of the distance a special roadbed 
bad to be laid down. The smallest radius of 
curvature is 60 meters (196.8 feet) and the 
heaviest grade is15 per cent. Power is fur- 
nished by a turbine plant, located about half a 
mile from Sissach, and the dynamo, which is 
of the two-pole type, built by the well-known 
Oerlikon works, furnishes a current of 700 
volte and fifty amperes. The current is led 
through the rails; from there it passes into the 
wheels of the electric locomotive, thence 
reaches the motor proper, and is 
finally led back to the generating sta- 
tion by means of an overhead trolley 


wire. A special electric locomotive is used to 


pull the train. The locomotive is fitted up 
with two motors, series wound, each working 
on an independent axle and making 480 revo- 
lutions per minute. A single, four-to-one re- 
duction gear is used. The rolling stock of the 
road consists of four passenger and four freight 
cars and one locomotive, and ‘the speed ranges 
between fifteen and nineteen kilometers (6.3 
and 11.7 miles) per hou®. 

Governor Winans, of Michigan, has signed 
the bills repealing the charter of the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, and placing 
that road and the Detroit, Grand Haven and 

Milwaukee both special charter roads—under 
the general tax law ofthe state. These bills 
have been under discussion in the legislature 
for several weeks. It is said that under this 
action the state will collect $50,000 more in 
taxes annually. 

The Southern Railway Construction Com- 
pany, of Chattanooga, which has the contract 
for building the Carolina, Greenville and 
Northern, expects toſbegin the grading this 
month. The surveys have been completed be- 
tween Hot Springs, N. C., and Estillville, Va., 
a distance of eighty-three miles. The route is 
a little west of north, and after crossing the 
Unaka mountains at State Line Gap, near Hot 
Springs, connects with the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia at Greenville, Tenn., 
_ thirty-seven miles from Hot Springs, and 
thence extends through the fertile Lick 
creek valley, through Jearoldstown, Fall 
Branch and Rutherwood to Estill- 
ville, forty-six miles from Greeuville. 
A connection will be made with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Norfolk and Western 
at Big Stone Gap, over thirty-five miles of the 
South Atlantic and Ohio road. One of the 
officers states that the line passes through one 
of the richest undeveloped iron sections in the 
south, and will connect the large coal fields at 
Big Stone Gap and at Pocahontas with the 
iron mines of east Tennessee and western 
North Carolina. R. A. Bowie, of Greenville, 
Tenn., is chief engineer of the railroad com- 
pany, and C. E. Danforth, Richardson build- 
Ang, Chattanooga, is general manager of the 

Southern Construction Company. 


The track on the Macon, Dublin and Savan- 
nah has been laid toa point within nine miles 
of Dublin, and the road will probably be 
opened for regular traffic to that point early in 
July. 
Trains are now running to Jeffersonville, 
twenty-four miles east of Macon. All the 
grading and trestling has been finished as far 
as Dublin, and the surveys have been run to 
Savannah. There has been considerable 
heavy earthwork on that part of the road now 
being completed, and there have been a num- 
ber of cuts and fills from twenty-five to fifty 
feet deep. The maximum curves are 
5 degrees, andthe maximum grade is forty 
five feet per mile. «The iron combination

Interesting Exercises at the Decatur Presby- 
byterian Church—Sketch of the Church. 
Drcattr, Ga., June 24.—[Special.]—In the 

presence of a large assemblage, at 5 o’clock 

last evening, the corner stone of the new Pres- 
byterian church, at Decatur, was laid with 
imposing and extremely interesting ceremo 


nies. i 
This church, one of the oldest in north 


Georgia, was organized in 1822. Its first 
building was a log house; the second, a larger 
irame house; the third, and the one now oc- 
cupied, is a brick structure, erected in 1846; 
the fourth.will be the elegant building the 
corner stone of which was laid. This will be 
of Kentucky blue stone and brick, 60x80 
feet in size, with a seating capac- 
ity of 500 in the main floor and 250 
additional in the Nr Its general features 
and arrangements are ar to the Central 
Presbyterian of Atlanta. It will cost, when 
finished and furnished, about seventeen thou- 
sand to eighteen thousand dollars. There Will 
not be a handsomer church in Georgia for the 
same expenditure. : 

The Decatur Presbyterian church has an in- 
teresting history, It is the mother of four 
Presbyterian churches, among them the First 
church of Atlanta, a fact not generally known, 
It has sent forth six or seven preachers from 
its membership, and has today on its roll 248 
members. It has always been liberal in all 
contributions. The Agnes Scott institute is 
now its pride, the government of which is con- 
trolled by its session, its membership electing

He says he conldn’t possibly consent to give 
an opera in Atlanta and Augusta with the 
company in its present crippled condi- 
tion. ..As a. matter of fact the mem- 
bers of the troupe are completely broken 
down. Eight weeks of work from 10 o’clock a. 
m. to midnight rehearsing to bring out two 
operas and sometimes three a week, has 
played havoc with them, and their perform- 
ances here recently have shown it. 

Managers DeGive and Cohen have abso- 
lutely refused to consent to the breaking of 
their contract, but Grau says it will be utterly 
impossible for him to fulfill it.
